Version differences: 

VA mod - Added voice overs when using most 
hissatsu/keshin/tactic. 

Vanilla - No added voiceovers. 

Due to how the patching process works, you must use an 
encrypted .3DS of Wildfire/Thunderflash, convert it to .CIA 
then patch it. 

You can compare the md5hash with other hashes that are 


confirmed to work.

Decrypt and convert 3DS ROM to CIA 


To decrypt your own legal copy of .3DS and convert it 
to .CIA: 

Download GabrieloRomToolsGUI. 

Extract it to a safe place. 

Put your .3DS ROM in an accessible folder. 

Open GabrieloRomToolsGuUI. 

Extract 3DS tab: 

Set the 3DS File location to where your .3DS ROM is. 
Set Path to Extract to a folder. 

Click Extract. 

Extract NCCH tab: 

NCCH File location will be the folder you extracted 
your .3DS ROM, set it as game.cxi. 

Path to extract can be in the same folder or in a new one. 
Click Extract. 

Rebuild NCCH tab: 

Set romfs folder to the folder you extracted the NCCH 
partition/.CXl. 


Set exefs folder to the same location as the romfs. 
Folder containing ncchheader.bin...etc will be the root 
folder where romfs and exefs are. 

Output name set to game.cxi. 

Click Rebuild and wait. 

Test the .cxi on Citra to make sure it boots. 

CIA Tools tab: 

Select Rebuild .CIA and set the folder that contains 
the .cxi from the previous step. 

Output name can be whatever you want, as long as it 
ends in .CIA. 

In the content box, click Add and type in game.cxi. 
Click Rebuild. 

Test on Citra via installing it, if it shows and boots, you 


can move on to the next section and patch that file. 
Patch your CIA 


To patch your newly created .cia: 

Download DeltaPatcherLite.exe from the same link as the 
patch. 

Extract the .xdelta patch from the version you chose to 
download. 

Place it in the same folder as your decrypted .cia. 

Run DeltaPatcherLite.exe, in Original File, target your 
decrypted .CIA, then in xDelta Patch, select the patch you 
extracted. 

Click Apply Patch and wait. It may take anywhere 
between 2*10mins depending on your system. 

You can now install it via Citra or your favourite 3DS .CIA 


installer. 
Alternative LayeredFS Guide 


Follow these steps to use via LayeredFS (works on 3DS 
and Citra): 

Download GabrieloRomToolsGUI. 

Extract it to a safe place. 

Put your patched .3DS ROM in an accessible folder. 


Open GabrieloRomToolsGUI. 

Extract 3DS tab: 

Set the 3DS File location to where your patched .3DS 
ROM is. 

Set 'path to extract’ to a folder. 

Click Extract. 

Extract NCCH tab: 

NCCH File location will be the folder you extracted your 
patched .3DS ROM, set it as game.cxi. 

Path to extract can be in the same folder or in a new one. 
Click Extract. 

This will give you the romfs/exefs, go to the folder where 
you set the NCCH extraction to. Then move those files 
over to youir 3DS/Citra to use via LayeredFS. 

If you are using on your 3DS, make sure Enable Game 
Patching is checked on Luma config menu (hold Select on 
boot).
